Inauguration is Marked by Simple 


Ceremony and Entire Absence 


of Gaudy Circumstance 


Says the Need is Not for More Law 


But a High Respect for the 


Law Now Existing 


Indianapolis, Infl., aJn. 11.—Thomas 


H. Marshall was inaugurated governor 
of Indiana today, the ceremonies be- 
ing held in the south corridor of the 
capital building. The new governor, 
who is the first democrat elected since 
1892, entered upon his administration 
wtlh a declaration for ''Honest, econ- 
omical and painstaking administra- 
tion of public affairs" and a plea for 
the making and enforcement of such 
laws are as backed by the moral sen- 
timent of a community. 


A notable absence of pomp and 


splendor was a feature of the inaugu- 
ration. 


Simplicity Governor's Desire. 


Governor Marshall's wish that sim- 


plicity mark tho ceremonies was car- 
ried out. Members of the adminis- 
tration and their wives and twenty- 
four guests of the incoming and out- 
going governors and their wives were 
the only invited guests. 
They occu- 


pied seats on the speakers' platform. 


The Ir augural ceremonies began at 


10 o'clock with the joint session of 
the senate and house of representa- 


. tives. .The legislators canvassed the 


vote, a proceeding necessary before 
the new officers can be installed. 
•After the canvass members of the up- 
per house returned to the Senate 
chamber, where the oath of office 
•was administered .to Lluetenant .Gov- 
•ernor Frank ,T.. Hall-.by Justice Frank 
S.;Ro'by', 'of the'appellate court. The 


retiring lieutenant governor, Hugh T. 
Miller, then surrendered the chair lo 
Mr. Hall.

procession then started for the main 
floor of the state house for the Inaug- 
uration of Governor Marshall. Mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
fell in behind the senators and march- 
ing two abreast the legislators pro- 
ceeded down the south stairway to 
the speakers' stand. Chairs were re- 
served for the legislators and their 
wives- immediately in front of the 
stand, the space being tho four large 
•pillars of the corridor having been 
roped off and guarded by a squad of 
police.

GOVERNOR MARSHALL'S WORDS. 


JUDGE A. A. CHAPIN 


YIELDS TO DEATH 


. Two points stand out in striking re- 
lief in Govercor Thomas R. Marshall's 
inaugural address and in his message 
to the legislature. 
In bis inaugural 


he tells the people of Indiana that 
what they need Is not more law but 
a higher regard for the law they 
have; the development and practice 
of higher civic virtues In their rela- 
tions to the state and society as well 
as among themselves. 
He asks the 


people to be true to the high ideals of 
our government as those Ideals were 
In the minds of the founders and he 
petitions for the advice, encourage- 
ment and aid of the people to make 
his administration what it should be. 


The keynote of the message is hon- 


esty and economy In the state govern- 
ment. 
He believes there are some 


offices that may very well be abolished, 
others whose functions may well be 
conjoined with the functions of re- 
lated offices and still others whoso 
administration may be greatly Im- 
proved by enforcing specific qualifica- 
tions of incumbents. Governor 5Jar- 
shall makes it plain that he believes 
the people of Indiana are being "gov- 
erned too much" and he counsels a 
pruning away of some of the numer- 
ous commissions that now exist. He 
believes some salaries are too high 
and that useless clerical help is paid 
for by the state. He asks the legisla- 
ture to have an expert Investigation 
of all the state offices for the deter- 
mination of what salaries may be just 
and what clerical help Is necessary 
and what It should be paid. 


On the county local option law Gov- 


ernor Marshall says nothing either in 
his Inaugural or message, evidently 
preferring to leave to the judgment of 
the legislature such action or Inaction 
as may seem to that body desirable.

The Allen County liar association 


held a meeting this morning to take 
appropriate action upon the death of 
Judge Chapin and to arrange to at- 
tend the funeral services. 


From tho first Judge Chapin's In- 


juries were recognized as of most 
serious character, yet despite his ad- 
vanced age, Judge Chapin was in good 
health, and it 
was 
hoped that he 


might be able to survive the shock of 
the accident. 
Impaired hearing had 


made him fall to note the approach of 
the car while crossing Broadway, but 
a few doors from his home. The slip- 
pery condition of the rails rendered 
futile the efforts of Motorman L. Eas- 
terday to stop the car, nnd Judge Cha- 
pin was thrown violently to the pave- 
ment, sustaining a severe gash upon 
the left temple and a cut upon one of 
his hands. The aged man was uncon- 
scious when picked up and carried In- 
to his home, and marked concussion 
of the brain was apparent, There had 
also been extensive hemorrhage from 
tho wound In the head, and the fact 
that consciousness did not return aft- 
er some hours lent additional gravity 
to tho case. 


Slept Peacefully Away. 


Toward evening the patient became 


more restless, and physicians admin- 
istered sedatives which quieted him 
and the patlont lapsed Into n. peaceful 
slumber from which he rlld not awak- 
en. Toward morning there was a 
marked failure of physical strength, 
and the aged patient passed peaceful- 
ly away. The following statement ns 
to tho cause of death was given out 
by Dr. H. V. Sweringen, the family 
physician: 


"In the absence 'of a post mortem 


examination the cause or causes of 
Judge Chapin's death can only be ap- 
proximately or conjectural!}- 
stated. 


There were no signs or evidences of 
compression, such as we usually ob- 
serve following a fracture of the skull, 
save a very marked deferred discol- 
oration or ecchymosis appearing In 
right, uninjured eye, and its lids. It 
Is possible that there was a fracture 
of the frontal bone In the region of 
tho lacerated wound he received Im- 
mediately above and to the left of his 
left eye, hut as already stated, there 
were no positive evidences of fracture. 
There was no paralysis, no inequality 
of pupils, no hemorrhage from ears or 
nose. For a time the usual evidences 
of reaction were manifested, such as 
vomiting, acceleration of the heart's 
action and more frequent respirations. 
His consciousness, however, never re- 
turned, which was the most 'discour- 
aging indication in the case. 
The 


probability is that Judge

A Two Foot Rule, 


Judge Chapin came of fine ancestry. 


He was bora at Wardsboro, Windham 
county, Vermont, and was 'a lineal de- 
scendant in the eighth, generation o£ 
Deacon Samuel Chapin, who migrated 
from England to America about 1635, 
took the freeman's oath, at Boston, in 
1641 and settled at Spring-field, Massa- 
chusetts colony, 
In 1642, where he 


died in 1675. Deacon Chapin was 
prominent in civil and church affairs 
and is believed to be the progenitor of 
all persons bearing that name In the 
United States and Canada. The great 
grandfather of Judge Chapin was an 
officer in the revolutionary war and 
served at the battle of Bunker Hill, 
and the records show that eight bear- 
ing the family name were in the bat- 
tle of Lexington. At the close of the 
war his,great grandfather moved from 
TJxbridge, Mass., ,and settled in Wind- 
ham county, Vermont. 
The Chapin 


family Is believed to have been orig- 
inally of French descent, but on his 
mother's and grandmother's side it is 
of Scotch and Scotch-Irish descent. 


In 1S33, Col. Alexander Chapin, the 


father of Judge Chapin, came west 
and selected a homestead in the north- 
western corner -of what was then the 
unorganized county of Steuben. They 
came to the United States land office 
at Fort Wayne and having made their 
land entries purchased a dugout canoe 
and In it paddled down the Maumee 
to Toledo, Ohio, whence via the lake

several other positions of trust and 
died at Oriand in J8-J9 at the age of 
forty-four years. 


Life as a Young Man. 


Judge Chapin grew to manhood in 


the pioneer village or Orland. attend- 
ed the common schools and for a sln- 
| gle term was a student at the Ontario 


Collegiate institute, near Lima, La- 
grange county. 
Subsequently he pre- 


pared for college and In 1855 entered 
the classical department of the 'Uni- 
versity of Michigan, from which, tie 
was graduated in 1859. 
Earlier-, be- 


fore entering college, he had served 
as one of the trustees of Millgrove 
township, Steuben county, and after 
his graduation took up tie practice 
of law at Angola. 


In 1860 he was nominated on the 


republican ticket and was elected and 
served one term as prosecuting at- 
torney of the tenth judicial circuit, 
which then embraced ten counties in 
tho northeastern corner of the state 
of Indiana. There were two terms 
of the circuit 
court each year 
and 


the judge and prosecutor were obliged 
to go from most of the counties to 
others to hold court either on horse- 
back or in lumber wagons 
or the 


primitive hacks of that day. 


In the spring of 1865 he -removed to 


Kendallville, and for eighteen years 
was engaged in the practice of law 
there, his professional" duties calling 
him to many of the adjoining counties 
as well, and during the later years of 
his practice there he was associated 
with R. P. Barr, under the firm name 
of Chapin & Barr:

Judge Chapin in the fall of 1883 


removed to Fort Wayne, where a 
wider professional field offered, and 
for a time was associated with Attor- 
ney W. S. O'Rourke In the practice of 
law. 
In 1886 he was nominated and 


elected judge o£ the Allen county su- 
perior court, serving with distinction 
upon the bench until the close of his 
term.

In February of 1891 Judge Chapin 


admitted 
to partnership 
Watts P. 


Denny, who had recently been super- 
intendent of schools in Noble county 
and had later completed a law course 
at Ann Arbor. Tie firm devoted Its 
attention to patent law and in that 
branch of practice the firm of Chapin 
& Denny quickly rose to eminence. 
The partnership continued 
down to 


the time of Judge Chapin's death, and 
the firm has participated in some of 
the most famous patent litigation in 
America. Since the 
dissolution of 


the firm of Marshall, McNagny & 
Clugston at Columbia City a few 
weeks ago, the 
firm 
of Chapin & 


Denny was the oldest law partnership 
in Northeastern Indiana.

STREETS of a city TREATS ALL EQUALLY, for its light "is distributed to all 
of the population, or all of the parts of the City needing light. 


When, however, IT TURNS FROM SIMPLY LIGHTING THE STREETS 


OF A CITY and enters into competition against a general electric lighting plant 
specially built for universal use, EVERY TAXPAYER is taxed for the benefit of 
the FEW TAXPAYERS who especially use the municipal electric light. 


That is, if John Smith iises electric light, John Brown, who does not use it, 


is taxed in order that John Smith may use it, and if the price at which the electric 
light is furnished to John Smith is lower than the price at which it can fairly be 
produced, the loss is made up by the extra amount of tax which John Brown pays'- 
in order that John Smith may have his electric light at a low rate. 


To further illustrate, if 5,000 people in Fort Wayne pay taxes for the crea- 


tion of a municipal lighting plant for commercial purposes, and only 2,500 use the 
municipal electric light, the low cost at which the electric light may be furnished 
to the 2,500 who use it results from the fact that the other 2,500 taxpayers who 
do not use it are taxed for the benefit of those who do use it, or who can afford to 
use it, or who are located in such sections of the City that it can be conveniently 
carried to them.

referee in bankruptcy Cor this dis- 
trict, and served in this position for 
five years, passing in that time upon 
a number of very large bankruptcy 
actions.

Judge Chapin re- 
ceived high commendation from gov- 
err.mental sources. 


Judge Cbapin's life, private and 


professional, was marked by a lofty 
character and an unswerving integ- 
rity. He united with the Presbyterian 
church at Orland on March 5, 1S53, 


and remained a member of that de- 
nomination down to his death. 
In 


Fort Wayne he was affiliated with the 
First church, and had been a ruling 
elder In the congregation. 
The fam-: 


ily home in Fort Wayne was for many i 
years on Douglas avenue, and but lit- 
tle more than a year ago Judge! 
Chapin moved into a handsome resi-! 
dence which he erected on West' 
Wayne street. He was married on 
November 1, 1863, to Miss Almira 
Emerson, at Angola, In'd. The wife 
survives him, together with five chil- 
dren —Miss Angeiine F., Miss Eliza- 
beth, Miss Katherine, Miss Artlne' 
Chapin, of this city, and Ralph Cha- 
pin, of Pittsburg. His son arrived 
Sunday afternoon from Pittsburg.. 


Judge Chapin was a man of con- 


siderable wealth, owning a number of-, 
pieces of valuable real estate in Fort' 
Wayne and had holdings in a number i 
of Industrial enterprises, including the j 
Flint & Walling Manufacturing Co.,| 
at Kendallville, in which he had been> 
interested for many years.

Governor Marshall's a'ddress was as 


follows: 


My Fellow Citizens: 
Chosen by the 
votes of a free people, under, as I trust, 
tho providence of Ood, to become the gov- 
ernor of my native state, I have just as- 
sumed a solemn vow to be* faithful to the 
duty Imposed upon me. This vow has not 
been lightly taken. I am neither uncon- 
scious of the greatness of the task Im- 
posed upon me nor of the weaknesa of my 
own powers to fulfill It. A free 'people 
knows no other way to manago itself than 
by seeking the will of the majority. That 
majority, will, however, soon- become a 
minority unless It provides reasonable 
rule for all the people, a violation of 
which plain dictate of justice would be In 
my judgment, oppression. 
Theories of 
government will rightfully continue to ex- 
ist and be discussed In Indiana, but now 
that the tumult and passion of an elec- 
tion have passed, It becomes my duty 
and yours as well to give the best of our- 
selves, not only to the maintenance of a 
free government, but also to the honest 
economical and painstaking administra- 
tion of public affairs. 
These affairs are 
to bo managed not with an eye single to

Duty or the Exceutlvo. 


The governor of this state IH not au- 


thorized by your written constitution to 
make any laws for you. This IH the func- 
tion of your Kenornl assembly. The fc'ov- 


rnor'H duty consists of seeing that when 
laws arc once made, they are unforced. 
You say you want thorn enforced. 
Do 


not think that you etui shirk responsibil- 
ity for law enforcement by berating tho 
officers of 
the law, among • whom Is 
tho governor. Whenever any complaint 
comes to me of the lack of law enforce 
incut In Indiana, It should nut be senl 
to mo as confidential, because It will not 
ho no treated. 
A citizen 
In as much 


bound to bear his part of the burden of 
law enforcement as Is the law officer, 
shall very promptly send any communi- 
cation Informing mo ot law violation to 
the proper prosecuting attorney with In- 
structions to call upon tho citizen to back 
up tho charges Which ha hiis privately 
mado to me. It you are willing to do 
your part of tho work and any law offi- 
cer of this state shall fall, neglect or re- 
fuse to discharge his duty, the present 
general assembly will, I believe, onaot 
such legislation as will enable me to see 
that the laws ot this state are enforced. 
The peace and well-being of this state 
are not conserved by the multitude ot 
criminal statutes nor the severity of pun- 
ishment. 


Justice General and Impartial. 
If tho number of crimes and misde- 


meanors were reduced', the degree of 
punishment lessoned, and greater effort 
made to convict for every violation of the 
law, the peace, quietude and good order 
of the state would be greatly increased. 
It Is tho certainty and not the severity 
of punishment which lessens the com- 
mission of crime. Crime should-bo crime 
to every citizen except the vicious. Leg- 
islators have been known to enact 
Blateutes at the Instance of Interested 
parties upon tho theory that cither tho 
law would be automatic'or that no atten- 
tion'would be paid to It after It was en- 
acted. It la the common experience of 
mankind, whether In a republic or In a 
monarchy, that to enforce a law which 
vises. above the moral sentiment of the 
community, such enforcement breeds per- 
jury fllscontent, bitterness of feeling and 
local anarchy. In Its last analysis, re- 
gardless o'f constitutions, statutes and 
court decisions, tho law Is the moral 
sentiment of each particular neighbor- 
hood.

have, Jn my judgment, been paying more 
attention to the side-lights than to the 
principles Involved In good government.

olvlo righteousness Is the righteousness 
of the 
Individual citizen—ot the man 


who Is honest not because It pays, but 
just because lie Is; the man who is truth- 
ful not because It Is a good business as- 
set but because brain and heart do not 
suggest the lie; the man who is sober 
not because of public opinion, but by rea- 
son ot his own self-respect. 
Uako all 
tho virtues and all the graces of human 
life view them from every standpoint as 
you may and your sober judgment will 
convince you that It Is not so much tho 
rigor of the law as It is the regard of the 
individual citizen for his own well-being 
which marks the progress upward of a 


party success, but rather With 
single to the public weal. 


Not a Party Governor. 
I have not ceased to be a democrat 
but I have pledged myself this day to re- 
gard an'a carefully conserve the rights 
of citizens who were riot favorable to 
my election, but who, I hope, will now 
cheerfully, accept my service so long as 
it Is fairly rendered In the best Interests 
of Indiana. While the right of govern- 
ment comes only through the free con- 
sent of the governed, still in a larger 
sense, that right should never rest In any 
man's hands until he promises to do his 
utmost to respect the views and. protect 
tho rights of alien, denizen and citizen 
alike, and to give to all the people his 
best in tho way of good government, "un- 
awed by influence and unbought by sain." 
This pledge I now give to the people of 
Indiana. 
H.-.ving promised you, so far 
as I can contribute to it, honest and 
faithful service by myself and by the pub- 
lic servants over whom I may have con- 
trol. I trust I will not be considered a 
mendicant knocking at your gates when 
I suggest that there Is likewise a duty 
resting upon you. It Is true that those of 
yon who were born 
to the 
purple of 
American citizenship have never verbally 
registered a solemn oath to be obedient 
to the constitution and laws of the land. 
Still, those who came before you and who 
bestowed upon you this priceless heritage 
have tacitly imposedHhal obligation upon 
you. 
ana you cannot shirk Its discharge 


If you would. As I owe to you loyal serv- 
ice, you owe to me respect, confidence 
and support until, by lack of ability or 
dishonor. I may havo justly forfeited the 
satr.o. 


Prosperity of tha People. 
You call me governor, but what I shall 
govern depends upon yourselves; and 
how I shall succeed, depends upon your 
attitude. The moat important thing In a 
free government Is to have tho pcoplo 
always conscious of tho fact that they 
aro thSmsolvog largely responsible for 
not only thn system of government under 
which they live, but for it? due adminis- 
tration. There arc certain verities which 
neither 
education 
nor 
evolution 
can 
change. A people can always have the 
f&rm of government which they desire if 
they aro willing to muke the necessary 
sacrifices to obtain it. To these, there- 
fore. I dcelro to direct your attention.

Convictions Taken as a Joke, 
How often, again, havo we seen con 


vlctions of many of tho statutory crimes 
and misdemeanors of Indiana referred to 
jokingly. 
Such convictions have ceaaec 


to bring the blush of shame to the cheek 
of tho convicted man. He is, "after con- 
viction as warmly received into society 
as he was before, and bis conviction is 
made the source of infinite merriment by 
his friends. 
Convfction under 
a law 


which docs not meet with the approva 
of the moral sentiment of the commun 
ity, as a source, of merrymaking, and 
acquittal ot a guilty person under like 
circumstances but tend to breed a. disre 
gard for law, lower the standard of publl 
morals and weaken the whole fibre of th 
state. 
This condition of public idea 


should be changed. It can be changec 
In only one of two ways. , You mus 
either insist upon the legislature wipin 
out many of these statutory enactment 
or you must cultivate within yourselvc 
a greater degree of reverence for thos 
enactments, and you must realize tha 
the punishment which tho state Inflict 
Is only supplemental to that puniahmen 
which public opinion should Inflict upo 
the law violator. Be prudent and con 
servative, therefore, 
in 
the 
request 
which you make to your legislators fo 
statutory enactments. 


Cannot Make Men Honest by Law. 
The pray dawn of the twentieth cen 
tury has not changed the truth tha 
legislative enactment looking toward th 
making of men honest, or truthful, - 
industrious, or wise. Is "ns idle as 
painted ship upon a painted ocean." 
has been suggested to mo. from a goo 
but not thoughtful source, that the pro 
vlnc« of human government is to pro- 
mote sood character. As great national 
reforms never work down, but always 
up. so character Is bulWcd from the in- 
side of the individual man, and not from 
the outside. 
A great Englishman de- 
clared that you can not Indict a people. 
May I be permitted to add that the In- 
diana Icpilaturo 
cannot 
baptize 
the 
state? 
Tho best form of Government 
can not exist in its. purity over a bad 
people. 
legislative enactments 
should 


not precede, but should succeed, civic re- 
form. 


Must Promote Private Virtue. 


As you want and hope to hnvo your 
fathers' sovornm'.'iit endure, and your 
fathers' God to smile upon you. so t bcs 
yot: to be zealous in promoting all tho 
virtues of private life among yourselves: 
never to use a different rule in dealing 
with public official? than you would use 
in the private affairs of life: to be as 


Hal of thfl slate 1ms bi'en Jealously watch- 
ing the general assembly lest in Its en- 
actments It should pass some law which 
would be inimical to tlin interests of 
capital. 
On tha oilier hnnd, labor has 


alao watched and importuned tho legis- 
lature not to pass any enactments which 
would be inimical to It and of benefit to 
capital. 
To less extent here perhaps 
than In many other of tho commonwealths 
of this country the war betwcuu labor 
and capital in being fought. It might 
bo appropriately described as a state of 
nrmed neutrality. Tills, however is not 
the attitude which ought to bo main- 
tained between men, every one of whom 
ought to understand that tho buslnoHS of 
government as defined by the constitution 
la not to promote business, und It Is not 
the business of business to control leg- 
islation. 
Capital and Labor Neod New View Point. 


A rebirth in the minds of all the men of 
Indiana, an awakening to the fact that 
justice can never bo established wlieru 
legislation enables onn man to obtain a 
special privilege over another man, public 
order maintained where Jealousy and bit- 
terness of heart exist, and liberty per- 
potuatod where one man thinks that ho 
has Inherently a better right to protec- 
tion at tho hands of tho law than another, 
will result, I trust, In a new point of 
view for tho capitalist and tho laborer; 
will' help each of them to understand 
that they are all brethren in this Amer- 
ican commonwealth, having equal rights, 
equal privileges, and entitled to equal 
opportunities. 
If the passion and the 


tumult of the cast can be alloyed, and 
these two great .interests so essentially 
necessary to the prosperity of this people 
can be persuaded to meet In a spirit of 
mutual respect and mutual esteem, we 
may safely look- forward to tha time 
when, without legislative enactments, 
each will sheath Its sword anfl grasp the 
hand of Its opponent In friendship. 
I 
am not ready yet to concede that classes 
will permanently exist In a land of inan- 


ood suffrage. The battles won by either 
do in the past have not been worth the 
Inning. We all do in anger the things 
'6 wish in our calmer moments we had 
ot dono. Legislation will be necessary 


the future, as in tho past, but let us 
glslato In a spirit of equity rather than 
. a. spirit of revenge. • 


Urges Reverence for Hlflh Ideals. 


And GO, my fellow-citizens, let us ap- 
roach tho discharge of our duties with 
everonce for the high ideals upon which 
ur system of government Is founded, 
nd with a renewed sense of the per- 
onal rsponsibility which rests equally 
pon every man in Indiana to see that 
11 the inherent rights of the people are 
reserved; that officers do not usurp any 
unetion of government which has not 
een expressly delegated to them, but 
Ivo to tho people an honest, economical 
nd business-like administration of pub- 
c affairs.

number from which to select, so even 
the most fastidious may be satisfied. 


For aprons there are 
the pretty 


plaid muslins, sheer linens and dainty 
lawns, or It something of a more serv- 
iceable character \s desired, ginghams, 
chambrays, percales and colored lin- 
ens may be used. A dark brown linen 
would be pretty if the edges were but- 
tonhole scalloped 
with mercerized 


cotton in a suitable shade of old red, 
or of ecru. 


A dark blue linen would be effective 


finished in white or delft blue. Gar- 
ments made in this way should be but- 
toned all the way down the back and 


worn as drecsea 
over a gulmpe of 


tucked lawn. 


If Intended to be used as an ordi- 


nary apron time may be saved by fin- 
ishing the edges with a bias facing 
of goods instead of the worked scallop.

Chicago, LI., Jan. 11.—President Charles 


W. Murphy of the Cubs, probably will be 
granted permission by the national com- 
mission, "if he so'requests, to give that 
$10,000 to the members-of his ball club 
for winning the 
National 
league, and 
world's championships. 


Ban Johnson, president of tho American, 
league and member of .the national com- : 
mission, stated yesterday that he would 
vote in favor of waiving the rulo in Mr. 
Murphy's favor, and would recommend' 
the same action to President Harry Pul- 
liam of the National League, and Garry 
Herrmann, the other two members of the 
'commission, because of the financial loss 
to players through tho mismanagement 
in the sale of tickets for the world's 
series. 


The whole question came up in connec- 
tion with reports of dissatisfaction among 
members of the Cubs over Mr. Murphy's 
alleged failure to make good on a bonus 
of $10,000, which, according to some of 
the players, was promised last summer 
during Wie slump- of tho world's cham- 
pions as an Incentive to landing the 
third National league flag. 


Rule In Way of Giving Reward. 


While the giving of bonuses or rewards 


to players for winning league or world's 
pennants is prohibited by a rule of the 
national - commission, said to-have been 
adopted by request of some of the club 
owners themselves, President Murphy has 
been quoted as saying he would like to 
reward his players, which he is not per- 
mitted to do under present conditions. 
Manager Frank Chance has been quoted 
from Los Angeles as saying he knows 
of no such promise, but other1 members of 
the team are positive such an intimation 
of future reward was conveyed to them. 


As a-result President Murphy has been 
placed in the embarrassing position of 
being- between two fires, although he as- 
serts there is no-trouble between him- 
self .and his players about signing for 
next season. 


In speaking ot the matter yesterday 
Mr. Johnson said: -"If President Murphy 
is having any trouble with his players 
over a failure to give them $10.000 as an 
extra reward for their, fine showinsr in 
190S. 
an act which he Is not permitted 


to do by the present rules, I for one will 
vote to wnive the rulo In this particular 
case if air. Murphy himself makes such 
a. request. Or, without any alleged prom- 
ise of reward, if Mr. Murphy Is correctly 
quoted as saying he wants to make this 
gift or feels that he ought -to On so, I 
still am willing to vote in his favor. 


Mitigating Circumstances Seen. 


"While this rule against the giving of 
bonuses or rewards was adopted to be 
observed, there are mitigating circum- 
stances in this case which in my opinion 
would justify granting the favor. 


"It Is-known that the Cubs and Tigers 


did not receive as their share of "the 
world's series money as much as they 
would have received if there had been 
more time for perfecting arrangement? 
for the snle o[ tickets, or if there had 
not been mismanagement or' carelessness 
in conducting the. snle in Chicago. These 
facts wuiild seem to-justify the commis- 
sion in milking an exception to the rule 
In favor of Mr. Murphy if he. so desires." 


President Murphy lust nicht refused to 


discuss the situation created by Pre.t 
Johnson's statement. While )i"e. explained 
some incidents in connection with the 
whole controversy, he declined to be 
quoted In the matter in any w;iy.

GOVERNOR MARSHALL'S FIRST MESSAGE 


Indianapolis 
Ind., Jan. 11.—The 


first message of Governor Thomas R. 
Marshall to the Indiana legislature 
•was read by him to that body today. 
The full text of the message follows: 
Gentlemen of the General Assembly 


of the State of Indiana:. 
It is the theory of our government 


that my 
duty 
is executive while 


yours is 'legislative. The people have 
selected you to make and unmake 
statutory law so as to best servo pub- 
lic interests. While the constitution 
provides that from time to time the 
governor shall recommend to you such 
measures as he shall judge to be ex- 
pedient. It is only my present purpose 
to suggest some questions with which 
you may not be as conversant as my- 
self. 
Coming as you do. fresh from 


the people, after a full discussion of 
many subjects, you are as well ac- 
quainted with the desires of the peo- 
ple upon such questions as I am my- 


under the state government for the 
purposes 
of 
ascertaining 
whether 


there has been any extravagance in 
their management and whether the 
letter of the law has been strained in 
order to obtain extra allowances. It 
doubtful, illegal or unconstitutional 
allowances shall have been made, I 
request authority to bring the neces- 
sary suits to compel a recovery of the 
money into the state treasury. 


Special Counsel a Burden. 


With the corps of assistants in the 


attoruey general's office, it would 
seem that special counsel ought not 
to be employed by 
such counsel, 
from 


the state, but 
time to time.

ing to advise, 
to say, however, that you are not here 
to work your own will; that you are 
.here simply.as representatives, whose 
business it is to give the best of your 
thought, your time and your endeavor 
to the people of Indiana. 


Rumors Reflect on Legislators. 


In other general assemblies, if pub- 


lic rumor is to be believed, many 
members ceased to be the represen- 
tatives of the people and became rep- 
resentatives of persons and interests. 
Mere rumor is not entitled to consid- 
ation until crystallized into official 
conduct. I hope you will avoid the 
very appearance of evil. Be zealous 
in representing your constituents and 
he very partlcular.not to represent the 
interests of any set ot men in Indiana. 
I believe fiat you arc here regardless 
of parly affiliations for the purpose of 
giving the state of Indiana a business- 
like administration of affairs. 1 hope 
none of you will become weary in 
•well-doing 
Your compensation is 


Bitch that a faithful discharge of your 
duty will mark each of you as a man 
who believes that a free government 
has a right to the service of its citi- 
zens without turning such service into 
a money-making venture. Can we not 
have- 
integrity, 
competency, 
good 


service and economy in the public of- 
fices of Indiana? 


Tired of Office-Holding Class. 


These are quesions which the peo- 


ple have put up to you. They are 
tired of an office-holding class, tired 
of. paying salaries to officers who do 
nothing, tired of paying exorbitant 
salaries, tired of having the public 
service made a football in politics. 
They do not want the public servant 
toibe deprived of his political opin- 
ions, nor to deprive him of the right 
to .freely express them, but they do 
demand that he shall do th.3, public's 
•work for reasonable compensation, 
and that he shall not be inducted into 
office and draw an exorbitant salary to 
the end that he may servo his party 
arid his private interests. I believe 
that many of the salaries are too large 
to he commensurate with the services 
•which the officers render to the state 
and the corps of assistants has been 
so. enlarged as to become a'burden to 
the taxpayers of Indiana'. I therefore 
recommend, in the interests of econ- 
omy, that you immediately employ a 
non-partisan expert, if need, be, resid- 
ing out of this state, to enter the vari- 
ous offices in the state house, examine

that 


economy and competency can be se- 
cured by giving the governor a spe- 
cial counsel, whose business it shall 
be to prosecute and defend all suits 
which the governor may direct him to 
take-charge of. and to advise gener- 
ally with the governor. I court an in- 
vestigation of the needs of the gov- 
ernor's office, and recommend a con- 
tingency fund of $5,000, and a proviso 
in the appropriation act that the sec- 
retary of the state board of health 
and the governor. «in one Instance, 
and the adjutant general and the gov- 
ernor, in other instances, may draw 
such sums of mqney from the state 
treasury as may be needful to stamp 
out epidemics, relieve public disasters 
and put down riot or insurrection, if 
any such should occur In the next 
two years. 


Would Amend Election Law. 


In my judgment, the election law 


should be so amended as to definitely 
provide for speedy returns and the 
safeguarding of the same to the satis- 
faction of all parties Interested in nn 
election; for the contest of offices in 
such a way as to guarantee a solution 
of the contest; and for the adoption 
of a primary law not only for the 
nomination of candidates, but for the 
election of delegates to all state and 
other conventions, to the end that the 
people may not turn their govern- 
ment over to the hands of designing 
politicians. 
And I suggest that in 


such primary election the people be 
permitted to vote upon their choice 
for United States senator. 


Asks Power to Remove Officers. 
This administration, .whether just- 


ly or not, will be held responsible for 
the conduct of its officials. 
Section 8 


of article 6 of the constitution pro- 
vides that "all state, county, town- 
ship and town officers may be im- 
peached, or removed from office, In 
such manner as may be prescribed by 
law." 
I request, therefore, that you 


invest the governor with power to 
remove, without cause, any appointive 
officer in this state whenever in his 
judgment such removal will be bene- 
ficial to the public service, and I rec- 
ommend that you invest him with au- 
thority to remove any elective officer 
who shall refuse, when called upon, 
to enforce any law of this state, pre- 
serving, however, to such officer the 
right of appeal from the decision of 
the governor to the supreme court. 


The Railways of the State. 


The- general assembly of this state 


in 1905 enacted what is commonly 
called "A Railroad Commission Law." 
In 1907 it either passed or pretended 
to pass an act amending certain-sec- 
tions thereof. The preamble as found- 
on. page 454 of the Acts, of 1907, is 


unjust 
While discussing these prob- 


lems and seeking a remedy we are 
permitting our corporate laws to re- 
main as they were and we are breed 
ing other corporations 
which 
will 


water their stock and their bonds ihe 
same as those concerning which we 
complain. 
Whether we can remedy 


the evil of the past or not, we can pre- 
vent a continuance of it for the fu- 
ture. 
I recommend, 
therefore, 
an 


amendment of the corporate laws of 
Indiana in toto if possible, ^ not. to 
the extent that hereafter n. dollar's 
worth in money or in property of the 
fair value thereof in the market must 
go into every corporation for every 
dollar of stock, and no bonds shall be 
floated until dollar for dollar shall pass 
into the treasury of the corporation 
floating the same. 


Merit System Recommended. 


This people will not tamely submit 


to the creating of an 
office-holding 


class, because that class soon comes 
to stand with tho administration and 
soon believes itself to be the master 
and not the servant of the people. At 
the same time they do demand com- 
pptency 
in office. 
Though 
in 
the 


offices of the state the clerical assist- 
ance should be representative of the 
party in power, still I suggest that yon 
at least consider wnotbcr a system of 
examination can not no adopted so 
that if either democrats or republicans 
are employed, they shall be competent 
to discharge the duties of their offices. 


Inspectors Should Be Qualified. 


The department of Inspection in In- 


diana should be revised and put upon 
a scientific basis. 
The chief inspec- 


tor's duties should be largely clerical 
In their character. Inspection of ma- 
chinery should bo made by a man who 
has a thorough knowledge 
of ma- 


chinery. Electrical appliances should 
be inspected by 
an educated 
elec- 


trician. Public buildings of all kinds 
should be inspected by a competent 
builder. 
All boilers In 
this 
state 


should be inspected by practical boll- 
ermakcrs. A fee should be charged 
the owner for such inspection, and 
the fee promptly paid to the state of 
Indiana.

The 
state board of pardons has not made 
use of the services of th s clerk and 
stenographer for moro than twenty 
days in any one year. 
The services 


of that clerk during the rest of the 
time have been at the disposal of the 
governor. 
In conformity with what 


ought to he the settled policy of this 
state, I recommend that, this act be 
amended so as to provide for a bi- 
partisan board, and I further recom- 
mend that ono of the stenographers 
in the governor's office be required to 
act as the clerk and stenographer of 
the state board of pardons without 
additional compensation. 


Too Many Commissions. 


The number of boards and com- 


missions in this state is startling. In- 
stead of increasing 
the 
number of 


commissions, in my judgment, they 
should be curtailed. We have a state 
hoard of health, a state board of med- 
ical registration and examination, a 
state board of optometry, a state lab- 
oratory of hygiene, a state board of 
registration 
and 
examination of 


nurses, a state board of pharmacy, a 
state board of trustees of the Indiana 
village for epileptics, a slate board 
of dental examiners, a state board of 
embalmers, a tuberculosis commission. 
Tho state board of health has not had 
that support from the state of Indi- 
ana which Its laudable effort in behalf 
of the public health and the dissemi- 
nation of the knowledge rt preventive 
medicine among the peopto of this

deserve, nor

occurs from public trespassing on 
railroad property. 
Additional legis- 


lation should make it an offense to 
enter noon such property for any pur- 
pose other than to transact business 
with such company, giving employes 
police, power • to arrest such tres- 
passers, but taking care not to re- 
lieve the company from damages in 
the event of false arrest or brutal 
treatment. A railroad hereafter ought 
not. to be permited to cross another 
railroad at grade without express 
permission of the commission. From 
the very beginning of our law rail- 
roads have been required in crossing 
highways to restore them to their 
original condition of safety and con- 
venience for the public. This law has 
never been enforced. There are now 
fon'thousand'grVde'crossings in In 
diana where lives are constantly be 
In? lost. 
It Is immaterial whether 


these deaths are caused from the neg 
licence of the- persons or the ran 
roads. Steps should be either taken 
to enforce the present law or it sboult 
be so amended as to look to the tilt! 
mate, wiping out of .grade crossings 
in Indiana. 


Corporations. 


The problem confronting the peo- 


ple of this state with reference to 
.t actual cost upon open bids received corporals anT stoct anTlonds 
therefor. 


Investigation of Offices. 


The pnhlic is not only desirions oi 


having frequent investigation of all 
public offices, but such investigations 
are a check not only upon dishon- 
esty, but also upon extravagance. 
The system of foes and contingent 
allowances is likely to lead to extrav- 
.agant and unwarranted use of public 
funds. 
I therefore recommend the 


Jnvestization of the 
nubile offices 


which have been watered, is one tha 
can not be equitably

hand. It must, however, be tnie tha 
as the corporation Is the creature o 
the state, the state must, by every 
Implication of I..w. retain the right tc 
control and regulate the corporation 
The creature can not legally grow t 
he greater than its creator. To squeez 
thp water out. as it is nopnlarly de- 
scribed, has the feature in it of mak 


checks which come in payment for 
their alleged services. I recommend 
that the department be reorganized, 
having a chief inspector, whose sole 
duty shall be clerical in taking charge 
of the reports oi the subordinate offi- 
cers and seeing that the .fees 
are 


promptly paid into ttie state treasury; 
and that there be a deputy inspector 
for each congressional district in In- 
diana, one and no more, whose salary 
shall be fixed with reference to the 
work which has heretofore been done 
In the several congressional districts 
of Indiana, the fees remaining as they 
are, but to he covered into the state 
treasury. 


Insurant*. 


I know nothing on the subject of in- 


surance except that there are a great 
many complaints about the 
present 


status of the law. The complaints 
are said to be .well founded and easily 
proven to any man who will consider 
them. I therefore recommend that if 
possible you take up this question, 
aaid if needful, revise the insurance de- 
artment in the state of Indiana. 


Repeal Metropolitan Police Law. • 
The metropolitan police law is a vio- 


ation of the doctrine of local self-gov- 
rnment. I recommend its immediate 
epeal. • • 


Condemns Paternalism. 


There are certain phases, of pro- 
iosed legislation which can scarcely 
ie distinguished from paternalism or 
ocialism. Schemes of all kinds will 
e presented 
to you.

I think your sober judg- 
ment will appreciate the fact that un- 
der the guise of administering a free 
government, we are, in reality, rap- 
dly turning all the functions of gov- 
ernment, either into a business asset 
or a guardianship over the incompe- 
tent, the ignorant and the shiftless, 
[n making your appropriations you 
must not forget that onr revenues are 
constantly being anticipated, and that 
only the most rigid economy will meet 
our needs without a bond issue. 


To Amend Municipal Code.. 


The present cities and towns act 


has, in my judgment, overburdened 
cities of the third and fourth classes 
with useless officers- and .extravagant 
salaries. They do not add to the effi- 
ciency of the public sen-ice and are 
a burden upon the taxpayers. The 
act should be amended and the.use- 
less offices abolished. 
In this con- 


nection I wish to express my dissent 
against the power of common councils 
in cities of the fifth class to compel 
street 
improvements 
which 
mean 


practically confiscation of property. 
The majority of property owners in 
cities of that ciass should have some- j ] 
thing to say with reference to such 
improvements.

Asks Probe for Two Institutions. 
The erection of what Is known as 


the Indiana School for the Deaf and 
Dumb was, during the recent cam- 
paign, attended with charges of such 
a grave character, involving not only 
the amount of money expended, but 
also the manner of Its expenditure 
and the stability of the buildings when 
completed, and the erection of the 
Southeastern Indiana Hospital for the 
Insane near ATadison having also been 
brought into controversy, I recommend 
either a non-partisan or bl-partlsan in- 
vestigation of these two Institutions 
which shall Involve a report 
from 


thoroughly competent architects di- 
vorced from any political significance 
whatever, to the end that we 'may 
know whether when these buildings 


re completed they will be safe and 
urable. And I recommend a legisla- 
vo enactement to the 
effect 
that 


ercafter no architects be selected for 
ny public building without competi- 
ion, and until they shall have exe- 
uted a bond with good and sufficient 
orporate surety, conditioned that the 
mildings when erected shall be safe 
.nd durable structures, and that this 
iability of the architect shall hold 
ilm responsible for the safety and 
"urability of such buildings for the 
leriod of ten years. 


The Criminal Insane, 


There Is a crying demand for the 


erection of an asylum for the criminal 
nsane." It is not Tight to associate 
his class with either criminals.or the 
unfortunate insane. 
The problem is, 


low to meet this demand without ad- 
ditional expenditure of money. 
The 


ndiana School for the Blind Is situ- 
ated in the city of Indianapolis, occu- 
pying a plat of ground which Is sup- 
posed to be very valuable. Aside from 
a dormitory recently erected the build- 
ings are old and do not meet present 
requirements. 
It is now in need of 


additional dormitory room. The plant 
of the Indiana Woman's Prison Is also 
n a well-populated district of Indian- 
apolis and is said to 'be too large for 
either the present or prospective needs 
of the state, the ground on which it 
is situated is likewise said to be valua- 
ble. It is possible that a sale of the 
real estate occupied by the school for 
the blind and Woman's prison would 
furnish sufficient money to erect at 
different places a modern school for 
the blind, a women's prison and a 
hospital for the criminal insane. 
I 


recommend that before making any 
additional appropriations for these in- 
stitutions you appoint a bi-partlsan 
committee to thoroughly investigate 
these questions and report such sug- 
gestions as such committee may have 
to make either to yourselves or to 
some other authority of the state. 


State Geologist Not Essential. 


The state geologist has done a val- 


uable work for Indiana, but that work 
is probably completed 
except 
the 


making of a soil survey for this state. 
That survey has already been under- 
taken by the national government, and 
several of'the counties of this stnre 
have been surveyed accordingly. Be- 
fore continuing this office be sure that 
it Is worth $7.500 a year to the people 
of Indiana. Under tha supervision of 
the geologist, mine inspectors 
have 


been appointed. As these are technics! i 
officials, they should 
be 
appointed j 


upon the joint recommendation of tbe | 
mine owners and opp.rativ-ps of Indi-l 


i ana. Natural eas in Indiana, has nr>w j

Recommends State Forester. 


The conservation of timber in Indi- 


ana, which will always remain an 
agricultural state, is to be obtained 
by lectures delivered to the farmers 
in the various counties ot the state by 
educated man who know the soil ron- 
! ditions and the grade nf timber which 
' will grow In such soil. The object 


j lesson which we have in Clark county 
is too far away for most of the farm- 
ers in Indiana to induce them to make 
a journey for the purpose of seeing 
what the state is doing. The depart- 
ment, is tot in charge of an educated 


I forester. I-rerommend the sale of this 
j tract of land, the appointment of a 
i state forester and an assistant, whose 
business it shall be to deliver, popular 


Industry a fair chance to survive, or 
you should dispose of it and cover the 
money into the state treasury. 


Educational Institutes. 


It is your duty to foster and main- 


tain the educational Institutions in 
Indiana, but you should uot bo so 
lavish in the appropriations of money 
as to enable these Institutions to de- 
stroy private educational Institutions, 
which are furnishing, without cost to 
the people of the state, educational 
advantages to a large number of citi- 
zens. The accounts of all institutions 
should be audited for the purpose of 
determining whether they are eco- 
nomically or extravagantly managed. 
The state should own all property of 
every 
institution 
supported by it; 


whether educational or benevolent. If 
the state is to assist further the state 
board of agriculture. It should have 
control of that board and its property. 


Recent legislation makes gradua- 


tion from a high school and instruc- 
tion in pedagogy necessary 
to the 


teaching of school. I am not enough 
of a pedogogno to tell you whether 
this is necessary or advisable, but I 
am sufficiently interested in educa- 
tional matters to say that tho state 
should only require qualification and 
should never require graduation from 
any particular institution. 


In Conclusion. 


There are many other matters that 


have already come to my attention to 
which I should like to direct yours, 
but I have already overburdened you 


slate. "The world is governed too 
much," therefore, consider whether 
the throwing uf the people upon their 
own resources may not bo better for 
them than the enactment of many 
statutes defining their duties and fix- 
ing tlidr conduct among themselves. 
If at any time you or any of your 
committees should deem my Judgment 
to bo of any value to you in any pro- 
posed legislation, -I am your, as I hope 
o be the public's obedient servant,"
